WASHINGTON, .July 10.—Lt.-Coi. 


Charles G-. Ayres, whose wife has sued 
the .West Point officials for' $100,000 
damages in barring' her from the 
grounds, has been ordered before a 
retiring board by President Roosevelt.

The retiring board is in accord- 
ance with section 1246,. revised Stat- 
utes, under which it must "determine

\vjhe.ther or not his incapability is in- 
cident to the service , in which case 
he may be placed on the retired list."

IE 
Col. Ayres is now retired it must be 
on account of the disability, physical- 
ly or mentally, marking him-as being 
incapable of performing the duties o£ 
his office. .

Too Many Laws 


W 


HEN Judge Alton B. Parker declared before the 
' " North Carolina Bar Association yesterday that 


there are too many statute laws in this country, he stated 
a fact with which the legal fraternity and the laity will 
cordially agree. He contrasted the "25,000 pages of law an- 
nually placed upon our statute books with the 46 general 
and the 246 special laws passed by England's parliamen; 
in five years," and it is a comparison that strikes home. 


• 
In Nevada' we have been passing 'new 
laws 
and 


amendments to laws at the rate of severalbound volumes 
every few years ever since the state was admitted to the 
Union. Every time a man with a grievance or a project 
has had a friend'.in the legislature, it 'appears that a 
special law has been passed to fit his case. Of course, as 
the mentality of/jurists, even in the Sagebrush State, is 
finite, no one mind has ever been able to grasp.it all. In- 
cidentally; the mass of law has never been indexed, and 
the possibilities of exploring parties in the dusty tomes are 
immense. We may'discover, even, more interesting facts 
than Attorney-General Stoddard did when he announced 
that, although women could be school superintendents 
and trustees, they could not hold an office created to re- 
place superintendents, because they could not vote. 


The next session of the legislature 'is a long way off, 


but in the meantime'the'lawyers might employ them- 
selves to . advantage by advancing Juijge' 'Parker's sug- 
gestion that this Common Law is sufficiently broaa to take 
care of most occasions of litigation. Less law and more 
effective enforcement'of what we have would soon inv- 
prove the ^atmosphere • of American courts.
